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up his hand before God in heaven and denouncing 
the Fugitive Slave law, hounded on his people to give 
effect to it. One of them in the same place declared 
his belief that God converted Onesimus for the very 
purpose of proving that Christianity was compatible 
with slavery (hear, hear). In regard to slavery, he 
says : “ It was instituted by Divine authority at the 
creation of man.” That’s news (cheers). I wonder 
where he got that (laughter). Why, it is certainly not 
in our Bible. They must have another edition of the 
Bible. The fact is, I will undertake to prove, before 
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■e both black (laughter and cheers). Well, that is 

_all. He says in regard to slavery, that it was 

instituted by Divine authority at the creation of man— 
that the negroes are not the children of Adam (“ Oh, 
oh ’’), that their state is that of an inferior race, which 
God had made subject to the Adamic race, and are 
so to continue throughout all generations; and that 
God subsequently cursed all produce of the mixture 
of the seed of the two races to the same subjection as 
the sable race. Now, I don’t say that has been said 
by all ministers, but tilings as bad have been said by 
ministers, and I charge these men with having 
rivetted the fetters of the slave. That is not the 
worst; but with the same hands they have loosed 
the bonds that bound men to the gospel, and have 
made infidels and styptics by thousands and tens of 
thousands (“ hear, hear.” and applause). I hold in 
my hand a paper, which I got this morning, which 
will give you an idea of how faithless the clergy are; 
and I think it is far better that I should deal 
with the clergy than that any other body should 
deal with them (cheers). In Scotland they say it 
is a good thing to take the-first word of “ flyt- 
ing.” Now, I am going to speak against the clergy, 
that no other body may do it (laughter). The Con- 
gregalionalisl, a religious paper, states that “ of the 
Bermons preached by the 1,300 orthodox Cong 
tionalist ministers of the six New England E 
during the last ten years, in all probability not 
than one-tenth of 1 per cent.”—what a small number 
that is, I leave the bankers here to calculate—“ have 
made any allusion whatever to the subject of slavery.” 
There is the faithlessness of the pulpit; but the worst 
of the matter is this, that so far as I can judge, their 
very public prints and private correspondence are 
hardened and hardening in iniquity.

and disastrous as this™war, the cannon of which we 
now hear booming across the Atlantic. There have 
been wars in that country before. We had a s toggle 
with the Americans, hut a very different struggle from 
what this will prove to he.. This is a struggle not 
between different nations—aliens in blood, in faith, m 
source, in interests-not a struggle between two 
different races, like that when, in the days of old, the 
red Indian flourished his tomahawk, and with his 
war-whoop hurst into the smoking rums of villages, 
murdering and massacring the children, lhese were 
encounters with hereditary enemies; but here in 
America we have a house divided against itself— 
brothers in. mortal combat over the graves of their 
common parents. The world has never seen suoh a 
horrid strife; and if the dead walked this earth, I 
could fancy the spirits of the Redlndian saying that 
the hour of their revenge had eome, when the sons of 
those men that had exterminated them were now 
exterminating each other; and I could fancy the 
negro, if he dared not express it, chuckling m his 
own heart at the sight America now presents—when 
the man that hunted him and the man who assisted 
in the hunt are in the death-grapple, have each other 
by the throat, burying their'swords in each others 
bosoms; and if he knows our proverb I can fancy 
him saying to himself—' When rogues fall out, honest 
men will get their own ” (cheers). May it be so. 
Nevertheless, my dear friends, this is a most frightful 
calamity. There is not a Christian in this house who 
has not lifted his voice in prayer to God to stop this 
bloodshed and clear away this dreadful crime of 
slavery. I will relate one incident as an illustration 
of what will he the result of the present state of mat¬ 
ters there. There is an Episcopal clergyman in New 
York, or one of the other large towns, who has four 
sons. Two of them are in the South in the ranks of | 
the Southerners, and the other two—his Joseph and 
his Benjamin—armed to the teeth, are gone to fight 
the Southerners; and perchance these brothers meet 
foot to foot and sword to sword in the shocking 
battle. What can he said of that father? What is 
he to pray ? For which side is he to ask victory 
Whichever side may gain, that father loses. A civil 
war is, of all calamities that can befall a country, the 
most dreadful; and what aggravates matters in regard 
to this wretched case is the terrible spirit of vengeance 
which men are carrying into it. How does the haughty' 
pride of both parties glare out in the answer I read 
this morning given by Seward, Lincoln’s Secretary, to 
the Governor, I think, of Maryland, who, deprecating 
this dreadful bloodshed, and anxious to have a 
peaceful settlement, proposed to the President of the 
United States that the matter should be referred to 
our Ambassador, Lord Lyons ; and that he should be 
asked to mediate between the contending parties. 
This was a most Christian-like proposal; but what is 
the answer it received ? It is resented, with a fling 
at monarchy, forsooth! The President’s Secretary 
writes back, wondering that any man should, propose 
that this matter should be referred to the arbitrament 
of a foreign country, and especially the arbitrament 
of a European monarchy. A monarchy 1 (Laughter.) 
And what is this monarchy to which the Governor of 
Maryland proposes to refer the matter ? It is not the 
monarchy of Russia, not the monarchy of Napoleon, 
not the monarchy' of Kmg Bomba, or of King Bomba’s 
son (laughter). It is the monarchy of their own 
mother (loud cheers), and surely it is the mother’s 
part to step in between her sons when, knife in hand, 
they are ruthlessly aiming at each other’s breasts 
(cheers). A European monarchy, forsooth ! (Laugh¬ 
ter.) I am very much mistaken if many in the 
United States at this moment would not he glad to 
he under a European monarchy (laughter and cheers), 
and if they would not be thankful for the motherly 
protection of our good Queen Victoria (loud cheers). 

I am much mistaken if they would not like to be 
living under a monarchy where there is a Sovereign 
but no slave (cheers), where every honest man can 
sell his work to the highest bidder, and work where 
he likes, and strike where he likes if he has a mind 
to (laughter and cheers), where we have markets for 
the sale of cattle but not of men and women (cheers), 
and where no man ever saw, and by God’s blessing, 
no man ever shall see, a human being put up at an 
auction block and knocked down to the highest bidder 
(cheers). Monarchy, forsooth! I must say to Dr. 
Cheever that the pride of his people seems to be 
inextinguishable (laughter), sneering at monarchy 
■when their own Republic, like an old house, is tum¬ 
bling about their own ears—the dry rot in its timbers 
being slavery (cheers). Now, my dear friends, what 
is to be the issue of this state of affairs ? What is to 
ne the end of this contest and struggle I cannot 
fancy. Abuse the South as men may, l say .that in 
some respects' the North is guiltier than the South 
(hear). They had the truth (hear, hear), they were 
Lee, and they should have sympathized, therefore, 
wore .with the cause of freedom. They 


re more active than ever in Chicago—a free 
free State (hear, hear)—and that the slave-hounds 
„re scouring the town at this moment, and 300 colored i 
people have fled that city in order that they may not 
be carried back to chains and slavery, and have 
found protection within the territories of a European 
monarchy (cheers). I remember the ease of a mother 
with four children flying from the slave-hunter in a 
town in another free State, and she hid four or five 
hours beneath a rotting dungheap, out of which she 
crawled to cross to Canada, to find protection under 
a European monarchy (laughter aud cheers). But 
nothing I have read in the newspapers is so bad as 
what 1 heard yesterday from a private and unques¬ 
tionable source. My dear friends, I have no pleasure 
in speaking thus against our kinsmen in America—I 
had hoped better things of that country. We heard 
that there was a revival (hear)—or what seemed to 
he a revival, poured out on that land (hear)—ana 
that merchants left their desks, and workmen their 
shops, to spend hours in prayer during mid-day in 
New York ; and never did the prophet’s servant climb 
Mount Carmel more anxious to see the cloud than I 
watched and prayed for a sign of repentance in that 
country. I wanted to see the evidence of a revival n 
the fast of God. I heard God calling from heaven- 
“ Is not this the fast that I have chosen, that ye undo 
the heavy burdens and let the oppressed go free ? 

I listened for the response. It did not come in the 
shout of four millions of liberated men—it did not i 
come in the shape of earnest men going to the pulpit 
and confessing their sins of the past, and saying, 
We have been verily guilty concerning our brother ; 
we saw his anguish of soul, and when he besought ns 
we would not hear ; therefore, this has come upon us. 
No there was no response. The crack of the whip 
and the groan of the negro went up to heaven as 
before, and drowned all the prayers that these men 
had offered (hear, hear). Well, then, they did not 
improve the time of revival; and if men do not 
improve the time of revival, God will next try them 
with judgment; and there has come a judgment upon 
them in a civil war—a plague worse than the ten 
plagues of Egypt. In Egypt the first-born fell by the 
hand of God; yonder Abel falls by a brother s stroke. 
The iudement is on them, and what is the result ? 1

fTOinou-w.. New York,” he says, “ is all in a fer¬ 
ment. Troops are marching by hundreds south¬ 
wards; business is at a dead stand; 1,200 volunteers 
have passed my counting-room away to the south. 
The ladies have formed committees to provide beds 
and bandages and linen for the wounded. Lincoln 
is now popular—we opposed him before; but we will 
stand by him now.” Then comes the shocking pas¬ 
sage : “ But remember,” he says, “ that notwithstand¬ 
ing all this, and our support of Lincoln, our opinions 
in regard to slavery are not changed. We will go 
and lick the South, and keep the negroes in their 
slavery.” Now, there is the state of matters. There 
‘ no hope for the poor negro in this struggle, so far 
as the intentions of many of these men are concerned. 
They talk of liberty, and would cement their_ bmon 
not only with the tears of the negro, but with the 
blood of their brethren; but what are they going to 
do for the oppressed man ? Nothing. The power oil 
God will overrule events so that, m tlie course ot | 
time, the chains of the slave will be broken. But the 
state of feeling on the part of many of these Northern 
men is the darkest phase in the whole ot this question. 

I know not what to think of it. I cannot see what is 
to be the issue of-this struggle. I believe that in the 
end God will overrule it for good ; but I hope that 
when fathers in America are washing the blood f rom 
the dead bodies of their sons they will come to abnoi 
the cause of all this turmoil and ruin in that country, 
and, like the man now lying in Dundee jail under 
sentence of death, who said, bending his head — 
misery and covering his face with his hands— —, i 
curse that drink! ’’—that when America stands over 
the bleeding bodies of her own sons, fallen in this 
fratricidal war, I hope she too will cover her face 
with her hands and say—•“ Curse that slavery ; and 
that fathers, mothers, sisters, and brothers, Ministers 
of State, and ministers of the Gospel, will rise up as 
one man to say, “ Undo the heavy burden, and let the 
oppressed go free ” (loud applause). 

I have now the pleasure of introducing our highly 
esteemed friend-our beloved, our noble fnend-of 
whom I will say that had there been a thousand Dr. 
Cheevers in America, things would never have come 
to this pass (cheers)—if from the pulpit men had 
heard the truth as boldly and fearlessly preached as 
he has done, slavery, if not dead, would have been 
dying before now. Dr. Cheever will now address 
you, it may be for the last time; but I hope we will 
see him again when slavery is done and dead, and 
we will be happy to be invited to the funeral (laugh¬ 
ter and cheers). 

Speech of Rev. Dr. Cheever. 

Dr Cheever then rose to address the meeting. He 
said • In God's present overturning, as well as m past 
history, we read the great sentence that the nation 
and kingdom that will not obey God shall nensh • 
and from such destruction how awful and solemn « 
the lesson ? If nations will sin on a grand scale, 
their career shall be useful as dead carcases for the 
dissecting room, if in no other way. the United 
States under dominion of the Slave Power, and in a 
complete assumption of slavery as the *g g«e 
" ditics and religion, have been a vast shop in 
woas laboratory for working out the grandest 
demonstration, the most awfully significant moral 
lesson ever wrought in so short a time on such a 
scale. ’ The barbarism, cruelty, diabolism of human 
sljLvprv being in its perfection the intenscst, most 
murderous form of human avarice and selfishness- 
the power, nevertheless, of .human depravity tc 


secession is our salvation. Our work is for the 
enslaved. We rejoice in every event that br 
their emancipation near, or makes it probable, 
this is the only redemption, not only for them but tor 
their delirious masters. As Christian patriots, our 
sole anxiety and duty is to redeem the slaves, simply 
because, in the first placff, that is justice, and the 
command of God ; and, second, because in that course 
consists the only possibility of salvation for our coun¬ 
try, the only permanence of freedom and happiness 
for ourselves (applause). In every respect the devel¬ 
opment of this wickedness has been complete and 
perfect in its work, both upon the oppressor and the 
oppressed; and now in the demonstration of its 
awful power to sever in the midst a nation that, in a 
virtuous union, the whole world could not have con¬ 
quered.

by it, are but faint illustrations of.the atrocity of this 
system of moral and social assassination the rack, 
the wheel, the saw, the pinchers, the cutting knives, 
the dropping of boiling oil upon the naked body, the 
dislocation of the joints—all that you can imagine of | 
the processes of torture with a human frame are 
weak symbols of the perpetual cruelty of treatment 
suffered by this race; outcast, trampled on, despised, 
dehumanized, excommunicated from the human family 
as a race, and chattelized forever. The destruction 
of the marriage bond, the annihilation of the institu- 
tion of marriage as God appointed it for mankind ; 
its impossibility for the slave" race, the consequent 
destruction of the family relation for that race; the 
impossibility of any of the endearments, refinements, 
joys, sacred educational influences, trainings up for 
heaven, or blessedness on earth, inwrought of God in 
the domestic relation; the impossibility of family 
affections—father, mother, husband, wife, son, daugh¬ 
ter, filial, maternal, all the duties and sacred enjoy¬ 
ments and responsibilities dignified by these words 
being ravaged and destroyed—households defiled and 
desolated, and the marriage tie and covenant changed 
into an enforced concubinage, a mere pagan contu-, 
bernal arrangement, supplying the place ot the Chris-1 
tian marriage, for the convenience of the master and 
owner of the human stock, in the profitable breeding 
and disposal of his property! And this arrangement, 
this crime against God and men, this social organiza- 
tion for defiling and blasting the household circles of 
millions, and filling them with mercenary licentious¬ 
ness and misery, is styled—by an infernal satire 
worthy of Satan—the domestic institution of the 
South, a sacred domestic institution (applause). This 
institution for the establishment, perpetuity, and con¬ 
secration of a whole race of human beings, especially 
mothers and daughters, to systematic shame infamy 
and anguish—this manufactory for the violation of 
every commandment in the decalogue—this slave¬ 
holding manufactory for profit is flaunted in the eye 
of God and man as a domestic state of wisdom and 
piety sanctioned by heaven! Here, in this concern j 
trated arrangement of impiety and cruelty are its 
vital, reproductive, perpetuating powers of guut and 
misery—its central, organic, active springs, all other 
abuses being trifling in the comparison. Whatever 
way you examine the system, it is one of mountain 
ranges of wickedness and torture; and bore where 
you ~o«oni« amt corrodiiu? fire: but 


n the condemnation of slavery, 
natural or artificial vice or 
madness can match the prodigy of a cultivated, 
refined, civilized community, under the full light of 
the griSpcd, setting up that very evil and sinas the 
cons' ivuntion of a perfect human society. Therens 
no i’ >slyering the gulf of debasement and religious 
delusion down which these men have laboriously 
worked themselves, whose piety and statesmanship, 
under the light of Divine revelation, can defend such 
morals, deliberately rejecting what God has 
manded, and adopting and consecrating what God 
has forbidden. We cannot be mistaken in the belief | 
that the forces of a national Nemesis, national and 
providential, are now to be revealed in the rapid 
misery and ruin of this confederacy of slaveholding, 
slave breeding and slave trading States. The war is 
but the beginning of the Divine judgments against 
them (hear, hear). Nothing has ever appeared on 
earth so hideous in madness and crime, considering 
that its impieties are performed in the name of Christ, 
and its privilege of breeding human stock for the 
market is vaunted as a commission from the Almighty. 
There never was in the history of any nation an 
example of snob shamelessness and madness. If there 
were a lunatic asylum for nations, an inebriates’ hos¬ 
pital for drunken empires, there would this staggering 
carcase of intemperance and profaneness find a place 
(loud applause). They have now taken as a commu¬ 
nity the last position of national lunacy in the prose¬ 
cution of this wickedness that God will permit them to 
take; and in the delirium of joy at what they con¬ 
sider as a triumph over the fanaticism of freedom, 
they have set Sansom between the pillars of the 
house to make sport for them, not knowing that the 
end is nigh. But it is nigh, even at 'the door; and we 
would to God that you in Europe who are now invited 
to this Dagon’s feast, to strike hands anew with this 
iniquity, may arrive only just-in time to see the vast 
structure fall (applause).

The invitation of Jeff. Davis to the privateering 
fraternity in general, has about severed the last link 
in the already fragile chain of sympathy which 
existed between the great States of Europe and the 
new Confederacy. Before the publication of this 
piratical proclamation, a vote in the British House of 
Commons on the question of recognition of the South- 
*n Confederacy would have secured a respectable 
—inority ; it cannot now muster a dozen votes. The 
energy which the Federal government displays, now 
that the issue of war lias been forced upon it, has 
also had its effect in producing a change in the senti¬ 
ment of public men, for they now see that there is. a 
government at Washington, and a government which 
intends to make itself respected. The change in 
France among public men is quite as remarkable a 
in England, and the sympathizers with Jeff. Davis i

A SEASONABLE WORD FROM DR. CHEEVER. 

To the Edinburgh Ladies’ Emancipation Society. 

3 Sr. Coi,me Street, Edinburgh, I 
April 13th, 1861. \ 

I am deeply impressed just now with the greatness 
and solemnity of the present juncture for the people 
of Great Britain in regard to slavery, in consequence 
of the demand of the new slave trading Confederacy to 
be recognized as a nation by tbe British government. 

It has already been moved in the House of Com- 
ons, or notice of such a motion has been given, that 
they be so recognized. If they should, it would he a 
dreadful triumph of the Slave Power, and a measure 
fatal to the moral influence of Great Britain against 
slavery. It would, in fact, be a blow struck by 
Great Britain against the whole African race, and in 
favor of the perpetuity of slavery. It would be a 
contradiction of all the past policy and persevering 
action of Britain against slavery and the slave trade, 
and a public national sanction of the traffic in human 
beings ; for it is on that traflic that this new Confed¬ 
eracy avowedly stakes its existence, and its claims to 
be admitted into the family of nations. It sets the . 
righteousness of that traffic as its chief corner-stone, 
and declares its determination to pursue it as being 
the one business on which it bases its prosperity, and 
for the sake of the uninterrupted pursuit of which it 
has broken away from the government of the United 
States and set up a government of its own. Its vital 
organic law of national life is a business which 
England has branded in its ioreign form as piracy, 
and the only difference between its foreign form and 
the domestic traffic, so called, is that the latter is 
exasperated in its guilt, accumulated and perpetually 
accumulating in the number of its victims, the cause 
of tenfold comprehensive misery, the consecration of 
a race of millions to a perpetuity of infamy and 
anguish as the very law and necessity of their exis¬ 
tence, and, worse than all the rest, the public and 
legalized consecration of this traffic of sin and misery 
as sanctioned by the Gospel. Such is the domestic 
slave trade, for the prosecution and perpetual security 
ofLwhich this Confederacy has declared itself to be a 
nation, and now comes to the Briimn government 
demanding to be recognized as a nation in this 
character and for this purpose, and for none other.

DISINTEGRATION AND REORGANIZATION OF 
PARTIES. 


After the peace of 1815, which rounded the war 
of 1812, waged by the slaveholders against New Eng¬ 
land under the" name of Old England, there was a 
time when the old parties which had divided the 
country since its birth agreed to lay down the civil 
sword which they had wielded against each other, and 
a new era was announced. It was the “ Era of Good 
Feeling," as Mr. Monroe christened it. But it was 
only an Age of Pinchbeck, not of Gold. It was a 
Brummagem Millennium, after all; for though the 
Federal lamb lay down by the Democratic lion, it 
was the little black child, Slavery, that led them 
whither it would. From that time the parties have 
been more distinctly North and South than in the 
earlier days of the nation; though, from the beginning, 
the slaveholders had governed the country by the 
help of what John Randolph called the White Slaves 
of the North, wheedled by the name of Democracy and 
a share of public plunder to strengthen the oligarchy 
which rested upon its ownership of the Black Slaves 
of the South. Especially since the modern anti- 
slavevy movement was set on foot by Garrison, thirty 
years ago, has this element of sectionalism developed 
itself more and more, until it has resulted in the elec¬ 
tion of a President by vote of the united free States 
against that of the united slave States.'

Tim difference between the two sets of men is just 
this. The Republicans have principles and no pluck 
tlieir adversaries, pluck and no principles. While the 
first are deliberating and hesitating as to the precise 
legality and constitutionality of the things they would 
like to do, the last just go forward and do what they 
see fit, without regard to law or Constitution. In 
Massachusetts, for instance, where the Republican 
party is perhaps in its greatest strength and purity, 
they were beating their brains all last winter how to 
spoil their Personal Liberty law—which they suc¬ 
ceeded in doing—and howto avoid the painful neces¬ 
sity of protecting freedom of speech against violence 
—in which their efforts were equally crowned with 
success. Their opponents, on the other hand, simply 
went forward and did their pleasure, with the help of | 
the Mayor of Boston, and broke up the meeting which 
offence unto their righteous souls. While the 
Governor could not find law to do what his party 
wished to be done in defence of liberty, the Mayor 
proceeded to do the pleasure of his party, in open 
violation of law, to destroy it. Indeed, it was believed 
that the Republican Governor used liis influence 
prevent the enlargement of his prerogative by law, 
lest he might be called upon to use it for the protec- 
of lawful assemblies against unlawful violence 
ow, with all due personal respect for Gov. Andrew, 
and with an entire conviction that lie is faithful to 
the full measure of his strength, we would rather 
have Mayor Wightman than ten of him, when the 
slavery question comes up for adjustment at the end 
of this war. That question is not to he settled by 
hair-splitting and nice legal technicalities. If the 
weight” (as they say in Quaker meetings) of the 
nation he resolved that slavery shall be put out of the 
way of the prosperity of the nation, it will be done, 
through the Constitution or over the Constitution. 
When “ the property and standing ” of the North, that 
have been ruined, impoverished, mocked and, cheated 
by the slaveholders, are determined that they will be 
more, and that slavery shall either come to 
end at once, or he shut up in the cotton States to ( 
by inches, they will do what they have resolved upon, 
and that without any very nice legal analysis of their 
constitutional right to do so. They have sustained 
slavery thus far, because they thought it for their 
private advantage. When they see it to be necessary, 
not merely for their advantage hut for their exist¬ 
ence, that it shall come to an end, they will smite it 
and spare not. Now, we do not believe that the 
Republicans, of themselves, or at all, unless held up 
on either side by their more robust opponents, would 
be equal to a work of this kind. , Yet this is a work 
that is to he done, and perhaps quickly. Therefore, 
we do not think that the union of Hunkerism with I 
Republicanism is like to damage the political anti¬ 
slavery strength of the North, but, contrariwise, 
give it force and energy. We shall not, therefore, 
forbid the banns.

A WORD FROM PARKER PILLSBURY.- 

Ooncord, N. H,, May 25,1861. 

To Ihe Editor of The National AM-Slavery Standard. 

Enclosed is an extract of a private tetter from Mrs. 

Grilling, giving some account of the tone of public sen¬ 
timent in Indiana, where slie has labored extensively in 
the anti-slavery cause, during the past year. We have 
no more faithful, and but few more able helpers in our 
great work, than Mrs. Griffing. Whether in forensic, 
debate, or appeals to the conscience and heart, whether 
in pathos and tenderness, or invective, satire, and 
irony, she always bolds perfect command af herself, 
anil generally of her entire audience, and wields all her 
weapons with consummate taste and skill, and, of 
course, with immense power; just one of those persons 
who ave an honor and ornament, as well as power, to 
whatever enterprise they lend their band and heart. 

Your last announced the suspension, temporary or 
final, of The Anti-Slavery Bugle. It was sad to sec it go 
down; but there rests no shadow over its mornory, no 
its character. Mounting into the very em¬ 
pyrean of the highest and holiest at its advent, it shone 
ever bright and clear; true to its own* motto, “N< 
union with slaveholders’’—its sunrise song, its las 
evening vesper. Nor shall the echoes of that divine 
sentiment soon die away, but. vibrating in the breezes 
that sweep forever the vast valley fronrtlie AUeghaniea 
to the Rocky fountains, while slavery lasts, the cry 
shall still be heard on plain and prairie, “No union 
with slaveholders!” Annulled forevermore be your 
covenants with death, your agreements with belli 
Slow enough moves the government in the direful 
work of war, and yet, perhaps, fast enough, too. J do 
not complain that the movements are slow. That 
probably, inevitable. But ray grief is that the march 
is not yet in the right direction. The country is not 
yet half awake. We Abolitionists have been extracted 
Stand still and see the salvation of Go(l.j\ >.hat , 
sort of salvation never comes by “ standing still,’^ffifrer. 
Stand still,” and you shall see only the stagnation, of 
Jod. A mistaken Moses spoke those words, but tile 
answering Almighty thundered forth, “ Speak unto the 
children of Israel that they go forward.” The North 
proudly persists in its oppressions of the only people 
who really have a right or cause to fight in this war. 
Not a slave is to be rescued, not one fugitive sheltered, 
riot one free colored man permitted to go up to the 
battle. -Even Massachusetts, through her Legisla- 
while her sons are dying by bullets, by brick¬ 
bats, and by bludgeons, as well as strychnine, in Mary¬ 
land, spurns the whole colored race from her presence, 
when they humbly ask leave to go and die in the cause 
of liberty for their enslaved brethren. 

What can a war, waged by such men, on such prin- 
iples, achieve towards the “ salvation of God ” ? Has 
the North no sins to expiate or to suffer for, towards 
the slaves and their race, and their friends ? Mobbings 
I of the Abolitionists, burning, blasting “ prej udice against 
j color,” returning of countless fugitives to bondage, and 
pledges to return myriads more (if the Union ean be 
restored), and slavery perpetuated forever by Northern 
consent and Northern cooperation, are all these to he 
reckoned for righteousness in the court of God’s eter¬ 
nal justice ?

I have not written The Liberator during last month, 
because, unless my letter could be printed the day it 
was written, it would not be true. The changes in the

—for admitting a Southern Confederacy, and for crush¬ 
ing it out—for continuing the Union and compromises* 
and for letting it all go to - the winds—have been very 
much like the government dispatches, that call for 
eighty thousand troops to day, and to-morrow declare 
they have too many already. 

But the people have made a decided improvement 
within a month, since they have determined to fight, 
and have been trying to fix upon what they were to 
fight for. The leading Republicans, such as you 
mortally offended, sometimes, by calling them dishonest 
iu their support of a pro-slavery Administration, -

iment when your friends and the 
sympathizers in your cause should rush into congratu¬ 
lation, and hasten, as it wore, to look your brave band 

u the face, and grasp your hands ; hut at such a moment 
i deep awe comes over us, bo that wo can scarcely 
iddress you. The thirty years of your great struggle 
■ise up before us—the long endurance of indignities and 
osses, and wounds of the affections, and racking of the 
patience—so that veneration and rejoicing together stifle 
speech. During all those long years, you never enter¬ 
tained that animosity against Southern men which is 
dulged by fellow-citizens of yours who would 
not let you speak on behalf of freedom. Our veneration 
is for tiiose who have never hated tlieir enemies, while 
end tiring interminable hardships for the right, and not 
for those who, when they can tamper no longer with 
truth and right, rush into passion against tho Southern 
men whom they have humored and spoiled, and seem 
to have no apology to make to their own near neighbors, 
whose virtue, if honored in time, would have saved the 
North from insult, and the whole country from civil 
wav. We rejoice heartily with and for all who 
roused by any means to emotions of patriotism, and to 
the love of a freedom which may even extend 
negroes; but ofir homage is for such citizens as have 
defended liberty when there was no sympathy abroad, 
and have not waited foran overwhelming crisis to take 
the side of tho right, All honor to Wealthy merchants 
who now give to the State their ships, and their 
modities, and their tens of thousands of dollars 1 All 
honor to every citizen who gives whatever he lias, from 
his money to his sons, or his own life ! But it will be 
everlastingly remembered that there were some who, 
for thirty years before, had been sacrificing, not only 
their fortunes, but their good name and lame, "their 
social position, their children’s prospects, their peace of 
mind and ease of life, without a cheer from street 
platform—without a “ God speed” from friend or neigh¬ 
bor-meeting, indeed, only words of contempt and 
tenanees of menace on account of those very sacrifices. 
When we read now of admiring crowds attending 
newly-converted citizens, we think of the mobs which 
showered insults upon you, and threatened, your lives. 
When we read of the sudden spirit of brotherhood 
which has sprung up among men of all views and par¬ 
ties, we rejoice in it; but we cannot help wishing there 
had been Some of this fraternal spirit ready a little 
sooner, to cheer and animate the Abolitionists, whose 
merits might easily have been discerned before present 
events came to prove it. You were strong enough, 
however, to do without the honor which was your due, 
and the sympathy required by all the principles that 
Americans profess. And now that your trial of adver¬ 
sity is over, you will, through your long training ii 
self-discipline, keep the lead in moderation which you 
have always had in zeal and moral discernment. You 
will no more be carried away by passion now than you 
were repressed before by fear. You will be the sages 
and counsellors of society now, as you were the apos¬ 
tles before, iu a period of corruption and guilty apathy. 

Here, as probably with you, everybody is asking 
everybody else—“ How will it end ? ” I suppose nobody 
is qualified to do more than conjecture. If it is really 
the case, as some things indicate, that the Southerners 
imagine that Northern men cannot fight or stand fight, 
the struggle will probably be a short one. Any people 
who are under such a delusion as that must have made 
irrational computations altogether; and we should 
expect their cause to collapse if their chances 
otherwise as good as those of the North. But we cannot 
see how they can sustain themselves for a conflict of 
any duration. They have had longer preparation; they 
are not burdened with scruples about taking what they 
want wherever they ean get*it; and they seem to under¬ 
stand organization and the practice of statesmanship 
better than their opponents. But, under a deficiency of 
i, money, credit and character, these advantages ■ 
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it the outset, and it seems inconceiva- 
lan be a long one. Short, but terribly 
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if any other system, much 
unification of the North that it is ignorant j 
nd folly of tho protective system.

gnorant of what bas long ,ieen 80 widaly 
exposed and so thoroughly proved.

They talked in 
earnest, in one town, of filling the court-honse with 
women, and expressing their dissent from their hus¬ 
bands and fathers, and making a direct appeal to the 
sympathy and sense of justice of the community to 
refuse to sanction such a barbarous thing as the sacri¬ 
fice of the best blood of the nation to despotism. Now, 
either these leading men of the Union have added 
to their faith justice and liberty, or they see the neces¬ 
sity of gilding their deeds of selfishness that they may 
escape the just retribution of an injured class at their 
own hearth-stones.

It 
with great satisfaction that we hear from them, in 
print and in private, that Congress, when it meets on 
the 4th of July, will not lose an hour in repealing the 
Morrill tariff. Of its speedy repeal there never has 
been any doubt on this side, both because it cannot 
work, and because a republican society, brought back 
its pidnciples as yours now is, will not long submit 
to a class legislation which the old countries of Europe, 
with all their antique training and feudal prejudices, 
longer tolerate. They inherited a polity formed 
before the great natural laws of society were understood, 
known to exist. A protective trade policy was natu- 
1 to them : and, once instituted, it had, in the force of 
habit, a great advantage against the new lights of 
science ; and especially where class legislation existed 
other departments. But the mistake is now nearly 
outgrown, in countries where there is no republican 
pretension of equal justice to all citizens. In England, 
the reform took less than a generation to effect; and 
penny of protective duty remains. The blessed 
effects of a perfectly free trade have shown themselves 
rapidly and clearly, in the general welfare, and espe¬ 
cially in the prosperity of the working classes, and also 
of the interests which formerly clung to protection, that 
France, the very paradise of protectionists, is following 
she can. Her peasantry—among the poo-est 
degraded in Europe—will soon look up trom 
their abasement now. The profits of agriculture in 
France have hitherto been only 3 per cent. Now that 
the sliding scale of the corn trade is abolished, and the 
trade nearly thrown open, we shall soon see agricultu¬ 
ral arts and profits advancing as they have done with 
us, and the peasant rising in tile social scale as ours has 
fast, because he lives under a despotism; 
but surely, because released from the burden of protec- 
, which can never be reimposed. In countries like the 
United States, where society professes to set out from 
advanced point of freedom and knowledge, there is 
excuse for class legislation, by which commerce and 
the whole number of consumers are injured for the 
supposed benefit of this or that class of producers. 
While we have been extricating ourselves from the 
natural mistakes of remote generations, you, of the free 
States, have been plunging into them, with such violence 
and extravagance as to preclude the notion of the fault 
being one of simple ignorance. Much ignorance there 
must be among the constituencies, if they allow such 


taking a “rough and tumble ” in the hands of the peo¬ 
ple ! My last meetings brought out the most direct dis¬ 
cussion of rights and duties, out of which the people 
came as from a baptism from on high. But they are 
to-day a step beyond; whether right or wrong, they 
are “ going to whip the South.” And as they will fight, I 
confess to caring a great deal wliieh whips, and before I 
write you again I may reach the audacity to say, “ My 

country, right or wrong!” 


Mr. William S. Bailey, the editor of The Free South, 
lately published at Newport, Ky., has gone to England 
to procure pecuniary assistance.

Washington, May 27, 1861. 

Our authorities begin to use somewhat severe lan¬ 
guage towards the slaveholding conspiracy. At first it 
was all going to be managed after Sewax-d’s oily, grace¬ 
ful style, and the armed rebels were to be persuaded into 
giving up their arms. A Seward manifesto was going 
to take the place of bullets and cantion'-balls. Above 
aU, our public men were very careful to let it be known 
that we were not to interfere “ with the niggers.” 
no. On the other band, we would take particular pains 
to show the South that We were just as ready to 
our guns upon the slaves as upon their masters. 

But there is a change. The gentlemen slaveowners 
do not seem to appreciate this extraordinary courtesy 
of the Northern magnates. They reply to our offer of 
putting do wn insurrection, that they can take ca 
that matter themselves, and bring up three hundred 
Indian savages within a dozen miles of the Pennsylvania 
frontier to give us a taste of savage warfare. Our 
troops, wherever in the enemy’s country, are treated 
to a guerilla warfare, and Colonel Ellsworth is assassi¬ 
nated by one of the leading Southern rebels. They are 
to make use of every means within their reach to strike 
at us, and we are to treat them as if they wer 
gentlest race the sun ever shone upon. This is a little 
too much, and within a few days our public men have 
begun to change their conversation on this topic, 
us pit the slaves against their Indians,” is now the ery. 
.“ If they offer us assassination, let us give them the 
negro’s vengeance.” The South, by her conduct, is 
teaching our leaders a little wisdom. Nothing will 
save our government from discomfiture and ruin, bu 
bold, decided policy. It is now too late to carry 
' this war in any Miss Nancy-ish style. We must strike 
at the weak side of the rebels. 

Your readers are well aware of the gallant stand 
I made by Blair and other Unionists in Missouri. They 
actually crushed out the rebellion there—temporarily, 

, at least—by making instant war upon the Secessionists. 
They did not stop to ask whether to pursue a certain' 
course would or would not enrage the enemy ; they, 
charged upon the rebels, and took them. Yet this gal¬ 
lant conduct has not been fully appreciated here, 
commended as it should have been by the authoriti 
Col. Frank Blair, in Iris appeal to the people of the 
Eastern States, says: 

“ Allow me to say that the condition of our 
appeals most strongly to the sympathy of the patriotic 
men of the wealthy North. We have taken up arms 
for the country, although surrounded by hostile bands, 
and in the midst of a great and powerful State, whose 
whole political power has been urging forward nr - 
sures of hostility to our government for the last 
months. The city government was wrested from us 
this spring because our people had become utterly 
hopeless of Lincoln’s Administration, which appeared 
to have sunk all desire to protect and defend the govern¬ 
ment in the struggle for a few pitiful offices. And yet, 
with the State government and city government against 
us, our people sprung to arms, and with their bodies 
protected the public property and saved millions of 
dollars’ worth Of guns and munitions of war to the 
government, which had been stored in the St. Louis 
Arsenal, and captured tho camp of the Secessionists, 
with 1,200 stand of arms and nine cannon. And yet, up 
to this time, these men have received nothing from the

parties concerned could not all have been unaware of 
either the aristocratic principle or the ruinous tendencies 
of a protective policy. We may hope that, among other I 
good effects of this war, in bringing the citizens from 
all parts better acquainted, a fuller understanding on 
this matter may arise.

'Meantime, your countrymen here express their undoubt¬ 
ing confidence that the vicious new tariff will be repealed 
in a few weeks from this time. It nearly concerns the 
political repute of your republic, and its social eredi 
especially at a time like this, that it should not adopt 
proved injustice, and emulate the sins of the South i 
oppressing the working man. If it is no practical exouss 
for slaveholder* that they know no better, and have

of the rebel force which fled from the town, was cap. 
tured, and brought to Washington. The main body of 
the rebel forces succeeded in getting off in a train of 
at the very moment when the government soldiers 
were marching into the town. The movement was as 
successfully executed as it was skilfully planned 
Alexandria, Arlington Heights, and the whole line of 
hills on the Virginia side of the Potomac, above, below 
and opposite Washington, are now in the possession of 
the United States forces, and so thoronghly intrenched 
to defy the assaults of the enemy. Col. Wilcox, of B 
the Michigan Regiment, commands at Alexandria, and ® 
the place is under martial law. Gen.' Sandford, of New 
York, was first placed in command of the forces at 
Arlington and neighborhood, but was succeeded by 
Gen. McDowell. The Arlington estate is owned by Gen. 
Lee, the commander of the Virginia troops. His houae 
is the headquarters of Gen. McDowell! Gen. Scott hai 
established a line of telegraph from his quarters to 
those of his subordinates in Alexandria and Arlington. 
Gen. Sandford was courteous in. taking possession of 
Arlington house. He sent to inquire whether the 
family of Gen. Lee was there, and to offer a guard if so, 
When assured that they had left a fortnight ago, he sent 
Gen. Lee to say that he would see that the premises 
received no damage. Twelve or fifteen servants were 
the house, with a month’s provisions. 

Gen. Wilcox, in his proclamation to the people of | 
Alexandria, Says : “ Private property will be respected 
and protected by the officers and men of tho whole | 
command. Peaceable citizens will he held inviolate in 
the persons of themselves, their families and servants.” 
Gen. Sandford’s proclamation to the people of Fairfax 
County is couched in similar language. 

A movement has also been made, upon Virginia from 
the West, under Gen. McClellan. A considerable force 
has already crossed tlie Ohio river and is advancing 
eastward toward Harper’s Ferry. It is probable that 
not less than 30,000 men will be concentrated in that 
quarter. A cooperative movement is to he made from 
Philadelphia on Harper’s Ferry, by way of Harrisburg 
and Chambersburg, under command of Gen. Patterson. 

It is thought that the rebels at Harper’s Ferry, thus 
menaced by a powerful force from the North and West, 
and cut off, as they are likely soon to be, from Rich¬ 
mond, will make haste to evacuate. 

In the neighborhood of Fort Monroe important move¬ 
ments are evidently about to take place under direction 
of Gen. Butler, and it is believed that troops which left 
Washington on Tuesday were destined to attack the 
battery of the rebels at Ac quia Creek, at the terminus 
of the Richmond, Frederick and Potomac Railroad, in. 
the direct line of communication with Richmond, from 
which it is distant 75 miles. The possession of this 
point is important. The occupation of Manassas Gap 
Junction will he likely to closely follow the capture of 
Acquia Creek, and thus, with these two points in our 
possession, with a broad way opened from the West 
into Virginia, and with Harper’s Ferry given up by tho 
discomfited rebels, the road will be well open and very 
plain to Richmond, where, says The Tribune, the loyal 
men of the Old Dominion propose to seat the Governor 
they intend to put in the place of the one who has | 
betrayed them. 


DEATH OF COLONEL ELLSWORTH. 

Col. Elmer E. Ellsworth, the young and brave leader I 
of the Fire Zouaves of New York, was deliberately] 
murdered in Alexandria, after the town had surren- 
j dered. Accompanied by four privates, by the Chaplain | 
of the regiment, and two reporters, Colonel Ellsworth] 
entered the Marshall House, kept by J. W. Jackson, a 
leading Secessionist, for the purpose of removing a| 
secession flag that was flying above the roof. He had 
I accomplished the object, and was descending the stairs 
to the second story, when Jacjison jumped from a dark 
passage and shot him through the heart. A private, 
named Brownell, of Troy, immediately discharged his 
rifle at the murderer, hitting him between the eves, | 
and then thrust him through and through with his 
sword bayonet, killing him instantly. He was the man 
;who headed the gang that cut down the Republican 
liberty poll at Occaquan just before the Presidential 
election. He formerly kept a tavern at Fairfax Court - 
house, where be is said to have kept tra exhibition whs* 
he declared to be the ears of one of the sons of John 
Brown, which he cut from the dead body at Harper’s 
Ferry. 

Col. Ellsworth had scarcely completed his twenty- 
fourth year. He was a native of Malta, Saratoga Co., 

N. Y., was for a time in the military school at West 
Point, but for some time past has been in the practice ■ 
of the law at Chicago. He was an intimate friend and 
favorite of the President, and the pride of the men 
whom he commanded. He was a man of exemplary 
moral habits, and a model of temperance and integrity 
It is said that he never tasted a drop of liquor, nor 
smoked a cigar in his life. At ihe time of his martyr's 
death, he was engaged to be married to Miss Spoffot'd, 
an estimable young lady of Rockford, Illinois. Tlw 
news of his assassination created an intense feeling 
regret and indignation throughout theNorth. His bod/ 
was taken to tlie President’s house in Washington, 
where it remained till Saturday afternoon, when it w*> 
sent with a suitable escort to New York. It was m et 
on Sunday morning by Ilia bereaved parents, at tW 
Astbr House, where a private funeral service took 
place. It was afterwards carried to the City Baft 
where thousands of people flocked to look at the fa 
of the dead. It was subsequently carried in solemn 
procession through the Bowery and Fourth avenue to 
Fourteenth street, down Broadway to Courtland street, 
and thence to the steamer by which it was conveyed| 
up the Hudson toward its final resting-place in 1>* 9 
native town.
